persons who support no church, the 
minister officiating should be remu- 
nerated. 


The year just passed has been the 


harden one upon newspapers since 
1879, Sius the Press and Printer. 
Very few newspapers have gained in 
circulation, and most have lost very 
heavily. About one-half of the news- 
papers and other publications in the 
1'uited Stateshave decreased In siy.e 
the past year. The number that 
have suspended publication is not 
definitely known, but it is known 
that owing to decreased sUe and sus- 
pensions there is 40 per cent, less 
white paper of the news class used 
than was the case one year ago. The 
number of newspapers published to- 
day in tlie United States is 10 per 
cent, less than in 189JI, the first year 
in -u years that the statistics have 
shown a decrease. In New York 
State alone, 273 newspapers suspend- 
ed publication In ISO!!, and it is said 
that this year ,it least 3oO more will 
join the great majority. These figures 
are compiled from authoritative re- 
ports and not guess work. Of course 
many newsoapers have started, but 
the number so starting ha- been fa. 
less than the number that have died, 
There was » time when a good news- 
paper could be published for from 
$150 the 8250 per .vcek. That day is 
gone by. 
Few dally papers of any 


si/.e have an expense le-,3 than $750 
per week, and It will cost S,!,uOO per 
week to get out a first class, eight or 
twelve page paper of U,000 or h,000 
circulation. 
It will thus be seen 


tlmt in the cold light of practical 
calculation tlie average newspaper is 
not so cheap a plaything as one might 
imagine.

It may be snb- 
mitterl withonc offetibo, however, that 
tho missing link is by no tnuans so un- 
common that one haa to travel to Java 
to find it.
